ONITED STATES LOSSES ARE SMALL 


Town of Pasig, Which Aguinaldo’s 
Men Had Held Since the Trou- 
ble Began, Falls Into Otis’s 
Hands After Sharp 

Wighting,

Manila, March 13, 4:30 p. m.—General 
Wheaton attacked and captured the city 
of Pasig, east of Manila, this afternoon. 
The enemy made a stand for an hour, but 
at the end of that time was forced to re- 
treat. : 

At daylight General Wheaton’s divisional 
brigade, consisting of the Twentieth United 
States infantry, the Twenty-second infan- 
try, eight companies of the Washington 
volunteers, seven companies of the Oregon 
volunteers, three troops of the Fourth 
United States cavalry and a mounted bat- 
tery of the Sixth artillery, was drawn 
up on a ridge behind San Pedro Macatil, 
a mile south of the town. The advance 
was soundéd af 6:30 a. m., the cavalry led 
the. column, at a smart trot, across the 
open to the right, eventually reaching a 
clump commanding the rear of Guada- 


lupe. 

Supported by the Oregon volunteers 
the advance force opened a heavy fire 
on the rebels. 

The response was feeble and desultory, 
apparently coming from handsful of men 
in every covert. While the right column 
was swinging toward the town of Pasig, 
the left advanced and poured volleys into 
the bush. “ad i " 

A small body of rebels made a de- 
termined stand at Guadalupe church, 
but was unable to withstand the as- 
sault. 

At 7:30 a. m. a river gunboat started to- 
ward Pasig. The rebels were first encoun- 
tered by this vessel in the jungle near 
Guadalupe. Steaming slowly, the gunboat 
poured a terrific fire from her gatling guns 
into the brush. For all of an hour the 
whirring of the rapid fire guns alternated 
with the booming of the heavier pieces on 
board. 

Battery Shells Trenches. 

In the meantime Scott’s battery ashore 
was shelling the trenches and driving the 
enemy back. The artillery then advanced 
to the ridge of bamboo and drove a few 
of the enemy’s sharpshooters away with 
volleys from their carbines. The artillery 
then advanced and met with little opposi- 
tion. In the meantime the infantry had 
been sent forward in extended order, the 
Washington regiment resting on the bank 
of the river, each regiment deploying on 
reaching its station and furnishing its own 
supports. 

The entire column then wheeled to- 
ward the river driving the enemy to- 
ward his supports and then advanced 
on Guadalupe. 

The artillery moved to a ridge command- 
ing Pasig and Parteros. By this time ihe 
enemy was in full flight along a line over 
a mile long and the firing was discontinued 
temporarily in order to give the troops 
a rest before making an attack on Pasig. 

The enemy’s loss was believed to be 
severe, but only eight Americans were 
wounded. 

At this stage of the engagement it was 
raining heavily, and after a short rest, 
General Wheaton resumed the attack cn 

Pasig. Scott’s battery, supported by two 
companies of the, Twentieth regiment, ad- 
vanced on Guadalupe by the road along 
the river bank, the remainder of the Twen- 
tieth regiment and the Twenty-second reg- 
iment following with the reserve of the 
Oregon volunteers. 
Gunboat Gets in Its Work. 

At 11:30 a. m. the column came in con- 
tact with the enemy and a gunboat steamed 
to the firing line and cleared the jungle 
on “both sides, while the battery took up 
a position on a bluff at the right. 

The first shot from the American 
Tield pieces at 1,200 yards range dis- 
lodged a gun of the enemy at Pasig. 

After the town had been shelled, the 
Twentieth regiment lined up on the bluff 
and the Twenty-second took up a position 
on the left of the place, with the cavalry 
in the center, whereupon the enemy re- 
treated to the town. 

The gunboat then moved into a bend op- 
posite and a hot fire on the rebel positios 
was maintained along the whole American 
line until 2:30 p. ™., when preparations were 

_ made for the attack. 

At 3 p. m. the gunboat started in pur- 
suit of the enemy’s armed tug, chasing her 
to the lake. : 

At 3:30 p. m. a large body of the enemy 
was discovered working around our right

HARD AT WORK IN CHICAGO YET.

Nearly a dozen witnesses were examined, 
three of them being inspectors of the gov- 
ernment bureau of animal industries, and 
the rest of them employees in various ca- 
pacities at several Chicago packing houses. 

Colonel Davis, recorder of the court, 
stated tonight that he was unable to ap- 
proximate the length of time it would 
take to exhaust the list of Chicago wit- 
nesses, but it seems likely that two or 
three days will be required, and possibly 
the entire week, before the members of 
the court can leave for Kansas City.

Havana, March 13.—Federico Mora, civil 
governor of Havana, when he learned this 
morning of the preparations for an out- 
pouring of people in honor of General Go- 
mez, directed the police to prevent the 
parade, They tried to do so. 

The committee having the demonstration 
in charge asked General Ludlow to revoke 
Senor Mora’s orders. General Ludlow re- 
plied that he would not do so, General 
Brooke was then called upon and asked 
by the committee for permission to parade. 
He sent a message to General Ludlow, 
saying that if the procession were orderly, 
he could see no objection. 

Meanwhile the police tried to prevent the 
demonstration. Chief of Police Menocual, 
with his mounted inspectors and policemen 


by. twos and throes, Cie. 

Chief of Police Me 
ed inspectors and policemén,: by twos and 
threes, attempted to turn back the various 
societies that were marching toward Quin- 
tam de los Molinas, the residence of Go- 
mez. At first little attention was paid to 
these efforts. When a policeman seized 
a flag or made an individual arrest the oth- 
ers in the. line would simply march on, 


jeering and yelling: 

“Down with the police!’ 

‘Long live Gomez!” 

‘Death to the assembly!” 

Colonel Raoul Arango, an inspector, took 
a flag away from an American who was 
parading. Immediately surrounded by a 
menacing crowd, he clubbed one of the 
demonstrators until the blood flowed. 
Then, dismayed by the savage yells of the 
wounded man’s companions, he withdrew 
to another paint. Chief Menocal was 
mocked by the crowd in the Tacon walk. 


Police Roughly Handled. » 
When near Quinta de los Molinas the 
demonstrators began to shove the police- 
men, pulling their.coats and attempting 
to take away their clubs. There were 
more than a hundred police within ten 


blocks, but they did not act together. In- 
de#d, they were thoroughly scared, and 
one policeman ran to Central park, where 
the Tenth regulars were camped. 

The Twentieth regulars, who were sent 
at double-quick with fixed bayonets to 
protect the policemen, chargegd down upon 
a crowd of a thousand. Everybody ran, 
including the police and men, women and 
children tumbled over each other in the 
rush. Two minutes later the avenue was 
cleared for blocks, but not a person was 
hurt by the regulars, 

Gomez Will Meet Brooke. 

General Gomez has not indicated to Gov- 
ernor General Brdédoke whether he will go 
ahead with the distribution of the $3,000,000 
as if the military assembly diq not exist, 
although his disposition is to do so. But 
if he so decides, the plans for distribution 
of the money will be :tarried out as ar- 
ranged before his deposition. He has an 
appointment with General Brooke for 
Wednesday, when the recent develapments 
will be thoroughly discussed, 

If General Gomez should think it best 
for him to retire, the military administra- 
tion will have nothing to do with the as- 
sembly. General Brooke will treat with 
the corps commanders. 

Two telegrams were received at head- 
quarters from thi: Cuban officers in the 
Interior of the isiand declaring their ad- 
herence to Gomez, and many other officers 
are expected to make him their represen- 
tative, especially those outside the ‘mme- 
diate personal influence of the generals who 
are members of the assembly. 

While thousands of Cubans were demon- 
strating in honor of Genegal Gomez, pa- 
rading the streets, surrounding the sum- 
mer palace, listening to a speech by him 
and vociferovs!ty cheering his utterances 
with commingled cries of ‘Death to the as- 
sembly!’ this body in a guarded house at 
El Cerro, two miles away, continued the 
abusive tirades of Saturday. 

General Sanguilly, amid applause, called 
parts of the message of Gomez to the 
Cuban army and people, published yester- 
day, “deliberate fies.” 

At 1 o'clock a heavy Cuban guar@ was 
placed near the house and the roads lead- 
ing to it were watched by Cuban cayairy 
for the purpose of preventing the collection 
of large bodies. :

Then followed speeches by Sanguilly, 
Aguerro and Portuondo, all referring to 
the “lying statement’’ of General Gomez, 
and repeating the charges against him 
made on Saturday. The general effect of 
their utterances was a justification of Sat- 
urday’s proceedings—a claim that the as- 


sembly was acting solely with a view of, 


obtaining recognition of the just deserts of 
the Cuban soldiers. All the speakers de- 
plored ‘‘any misjudgment at the hands of 
the Cuban people.”’ 


GIVES M’KINLEY NO CONCERN. 


Money Will Be Paid Direct to the Cu- 
ban Soldiers. 


Washington, March 13.—The action of the 
“Cuban assembly” has given the govern- 


ment at Washington no concern whatever. - 


It is known that the $3,000,000 now on its 
way to Cuba will be acceptable to the sol- 
diers of the Cuban army. It matters not 
whether Gomez has been deposed or not, 
or whether he accepts his deposition, the 
government will deal with the individuals 
of the Cuban army and the money will be 
paid to the soldiers by the United States 
officers. Gomez has been the agent through 
whom the negotiations were carried on. 
The acquiescence of the “Cuban assembly”’ 
was not sought or in any way considered. 
The administration has not recognized the 
“assembly,’’ and it is stated could not anv 
more than it.could recognize any organiza- 
tion composed of men who got together and 
claimed to represent Cuban people, 


LIVES LOST IN A HURRICANE. 


Over Four Hundred Drowned 
Northeast Coast of Queensland. 
Brisbane, Queensland, March 13.—A 
steamer which has just returned here from 
Cooktown, on the Endeavor river, this col- 
ony, reports that three schooners and 
eighty luggers were lost and that 400 col- 
ored persons and eleven whites wére drown- 
ed during the recent hurricane that swept 
the northeast coast of Queensland.

INDICTED FOR MANSLAUGHTER.

The indictment is the result of the 
charges of Dr. MacKowen, who claimed 
that the two doctors had held that yellow 
fever was not as infectious as typhoid fever 
and not quarantinable ,and that they de- 
clined to notify the county parisher of the 
existence of alleged fever here.

Three Powers Interested in Is- 
lands Come to Understanding, 


REPRESENTATIVES IN SESSION 


British Ambassador, German Ambassador 
and Secretary Hay Have Conference,

Emperor William Is Allowed.To Nom- 
inate a German for President of 
Municipal Council at Apia: 
Will Visit England and 
United States.

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Washington, March 13.—After numerous 
conferences and the exchange of notes be- 
tween Secretary Hay, the British ambas- 
sador and the German ambassador, a sat- 
isfactory understanding has been reached 
between the three powers interested in 
Samoa as to the conditions there. 

This seeks to open a new account in the 
affairs of Samoa and to obliterate the 
troubles among officials which have re- 
cently occurred there. To this end Dr. 
Wilhelm Solf, who has been nominated by 
Germany as president of the municipal 
council at Apia, to succeed Dr. Raffel, will 
be recognized by the British and United 
States authorities. Already this recogni- 
tion is assured, but it remains for the 
consuls at Apia to carry it into formal 
effect, in accordance with the letter of the 
treaty of Berlin. 

In order that this may pave the way to 
an agreeable and harmonious adjustment, 
Dr. Solf will go to London and make him- 
self acquainted with the authorities there, 
and afterwards come to Washington and 
become acquainted with our officials, so- 
that there may be mutual understandings. 
Dr. Solf will reach Washington the latter 
part of this month, and will. be presented 
by Dr. Von Holleben, the German ambas- 
sador. He will then proceed to Samoa, 
reaching there in May. 

His assumption of the municipal presi- 
dency, with the approval of the three pow- 
ers, is expected to smooth out matters 
among the officials and go along without a 
word, adjusting the entire matter. 

TA reaching this conclusion the officials 
of the three powers have decided not to 
attempt a settlement of the Samoan king- 
ship for the present, that being left open 
for adjustment when each of the three 
powers have had opportunity to present 
full information. In the meantime the 
statu quo is to be maintained. 

The last advices indicated that Mataafa 
was exercising de facto kingship, while 
Malietoa was on board the British ship 
Porpoise and had the support of the Brit- 
ish and ‘American authorities. 

According to the understanding reached, 
there will be no move to permanently 
establish one or the other of these claim- 
ants on the throne, but the best wishes of 
the Samoan people will be consulted, and 
with a more agreeable feeling among the 
officials of the three powers, the kingship 
will be settled by a full conference as soon 
as all the information on the subject is 
obtained. 

In the conferences leading up to the pres- 
ent understanding it developed that Dr. 
Raffel was recalled from his post at 
Samoa last November, but he persisted in 
staying after his recall, and.his presence 
appears to have had much to do in pre- 
cipitating the trouble. Dr. Solf, who suc- 
_ ceeds him as president, is described as an 
accomplished diplomat, with service in Cal- 
cutta, and more recently as district judge 
of the German colony of Dar-A-Saam in 
South Africa. It is a post much similar 
to that of Judge Chambers’s, in Samoa.

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REMAINS FOUND 
TIED IN A CHAIR 


Body of Admiral Yillamil Discovered on 
Santiage Rocks. 


HE HAD DIED OF WOUNDS 


He Was in Charge of the Torpedo Boat 
Destroyer Fleet on July 3d. 
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IDENTIFICATION OF BOBY WAS POSITIVE 


General Wooi Views the Remains and 
Will Notify Washington of 
His Discovery. 


Santiago de Cuba, March  13.—General 
Leonard Wood; militiry governor of the 
department. of Santiago, yesterday, ™ the 
presence of the. officers of his department, 
positively identified the remains of the 
Spanish officer discovered a few days ago 
among the rocks on the shore about four 
miles west of El Morro, as those of Admiral 
Villamil, who commanded:the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyers in the naval battle 
which resulted in the destruction of Admi- 
ral Cervera’s squadron. 

Accompanied by ‘the. officers and 
by others, General Wood went in a tug to 
investigate personally as to the truth of the 
report that the body of a Spanish officer 
had been found, tied in an arm chalir, at 
the point designated. The report proved 
well founded. Nearly opposite the point 
where the wrecked torpedo boat destroyer 
Pluton lies, General Wood found an arm 
chair with ropes around it, a skull, bones 
on the ground, and the ragged remnants 
of the uniform of a captain in the Spanish 
navy. It was evident that the buzzards 
had stripped the bones of flesh. 

It is understood here—though as to this 
there is no certainty—that Admira§ Villamil 
was taken ashore from the Pluton in a dy- 
ing condition, tied to an armed chair, and 
the supposition is that he died immediately 
on reaching the shore, the body being left 
abandoned among the rocks, where it re- 
mained wunti] discevered a few days ago. 
Admiral Villamil, it is known, was wound- 
ed in the right arm and the left leg. Gen-- 
eral Wood put the bones together, showing 
the unmistakable marks of wounds in these 
places. The identification was in every re- 
spect complete. In the pocket of the coat 
was found the fleet countersign for June 
26th, signed by the late Captain Oviedo y 
Bustamente, then Admiral Cervera’s chief 
of staff. 

The identification caused a _ sensation 
among the Spaniards here, as Admiral Vil- 
lamil was one of the best known strategists 


in the Spanish navy and a man held in 
high esteem by his countrymen. 


General Wood, through the war depart- 
ment, wil] notify the secretary of state of 
the finding of the remains, so that they 
can be removed to Spain if the Spanish gov- 
ernment so desires. Pending final disposi- 
tion, they will be kept at the arsenal here.

GRAY GOES OUT NEXT MARCH 


Stale Will Be with Only One Repre- 
sentative In Upper Branch, — 


NO CHANCE FOR SUCCESSOR TILL 1900 


One Hundred and Thirteen Ballots 
Have Been Taken in the General 
Assembly, but No One Has

Rear Admiral Writes a Letter to Seere- 
tary of the Navy Long. 


HE IS WILLING TO WAIT 


Suggests That Naval Men Should Re- 
ceive Their Promised Promotions.

THINKS IT SHOULD BE DONE AT ONCE 


Commander of Atlantic Fleet Requests 
That His Name Be Omitted and 
That Justice Be Done. 


Washington, March 13.—Secretary Long 
has received a letter from Rear Admiral 
Sampson in which the admiral, after re- 
ferring to the allegations that the list of 
officers recommended for promotion for 
gallantry off Santiago had failed. of con- 
firmation becaus@’ it included his name, 
asked the secretary to immediately reap- 


point these officers, omitting his own name. 

The text of the letter is as follows: 

“United States Flagship New York, first 
rate, Havana, Cuba, March 9, 1839.—Si-: 
I respectfully ask your attention to the 
facts contained in this letter, and that it 
may be officially filed as part of my record 
in the United States navy. 

“When the late war was. threatening «I 
was placed in command of the north At- 
lantic fleet, and after the declaration of 
war was appointed by the president a rear 
admiral and congirmed in my command. 

“This duty and responsibility came to 
me entirely unsought, nor had I any es- 
pecial wish for it, though recognizing the 
great honoe then conferred upon me, 

“My sole aim was to achieve Success, 
to blockade Cuba, destroy Cervera’s fleet 
and to maintain an efficient war fleet. 

“It is not necessary to dwell upon the 
incidents of the war, Which are ail now 
well known. Based upon these incideuts, 
certain officers, distinguished for faithful 
service, were named by me, in the exer- 
cise of my natural duty as commander- 
in-chief, for promotion or such otner re- 
ward as you, sir, might deem desirable. 

“Those hames yeu have been pleased to 
nominate to the United States senate for 
promotion, and you have done me the 
honor to add my name-to that list of 
officers. 

“Tt now appears that the senate, though 
well disposed to most of the names on that 
list, has, for reasons not’ necessary to he 
here discussed, objected to my promotion, 
and has similarly failed to confirm the 
deserving officers about whose merits there 
has been no doubt or discussion. 

‘Hitherto, Mr. President, undisturbed by 
an eager desire for advancement or any 
other form of reward for doing my duty, 
I have not especially concerned mysclf 
with matters outside of that duty. I have 
felt that I have done my duty in the con- 
duct of the West Indian naval campaign 
to the utmost extent of my ability as 
thoroughly as I was able, and if no re- 
ward should come, I could be satisfied with 
the consciousness of having done my best. 
I did not, however, anticipate that dissat- 
isfaction with any act or acts of mine 
would cause the senate to withhold from 
other officers a promotion which they have 
well deserved, and which has been prompt- 
ly granted in similar circumstances to 
others. 

“{] therefore respectfully suggest, Mr. 
President, that Your appointment of these 
officers about whom’ there is no discussion. 
should at-once be renewed in order that 
they may secure their promotion under 
the personnel bill to which they are n- 
titled; and without creating confusion. 
Very respectfully, W. T. SAMPSON. 

“To the President of the United States 
of America through the secretary of the 
navy.”’ 

Secretary Long will not accept the sug- 
gestion made by Rear Admiral Sampson 
in his letter published today and make 
recess appointments of the officers who 
failed of confirmation at the last session 
of congress. The matter will be allowed 
to remain just as it stands until the next 
congress meets and then all of the nomina- 
tiohs will be s .t in precisely as they stood 
at the end of the éast session.

Lieutenant Godfrey's band is one of the 
very few brass bands I ever heard that 
really appeals to one. The ‘‘Faust” selec- 
tions were very well given, including the 
‘“Kermesse,”’ “Flower Song,” ‘““The Calf of 
Gold,” ballet music, ‘‘The King in Thule,” 
the magnificent trio of the last act, the 
death of Valentine, and, of course, ‘The 
Soldiers’ Chorus.”

List of Major Generals and Brigadiers 
Must Be Cut Again. 


ONLY NINETEEN GENERALS ARE ALLOWED 


Fitzhugh Lee anid Joe Wheeler Still 
Retain Their Commissions as 
Major Generals, 


Washington, March 13.—BRy direction of 
the president, an order was issued today. 
mustering out a large number of general 
and staff officers of the volunteer army. 
The general officers mustered out today-are 
as follows: 

Major General Joseph W. Kelfer, Briga- 
dier Generals Arnold, alexander, Penninge- 
ton, Snyder, Randall, Sheridan, Douglas, 
Boynton, McKibbon, Carpenter and Hum- 
phreys. 

It should be explained that the reduction 
in the list of general officers made by to- 
day’s order is not sufficient in itself to meet 
the demands of the existing law. ‘There 
must be a further cut—in fact, the Ilst of 
major generals and brigadier generals te- 
maining must be reduced by ten altozether 
in order to bring the jist down to the nine- 
teen permitted by the strength of the reg- 
ular army. In effecting this reduction. {t 
is the intention to reduce some of the 
major generals to the rank of brigadier gen- 
erals, instead of mustering them out of ser- 
vice. Also in the case of some of the brig- 
adier generals yet to be dropped it will 
doubtless be found that instead of being 
mustered out of the United States service 
entirely, some of the officers who held lower 
positions in the regular army will return to 
their former regimental and staff places. 

The major generals who retain their vol- 
unteer commissions at present are Wade, 
Shafter, Otis, Wilson, Fitzhugh Lee, Wheel- 
er, Bates, Young, Lawton, Chaffee; Ander- 
son, McArthur and Ludlow. 

The brigadier generals remaining are 
Frank. Williston,-Carpenter (L, H.), Davis, 
Schwan, Hall, Hasbrouck, Sanger, Kline, 
Gilmore, Wheaton, Ernest. King, Grant, 
Otis (H. C.), Andrews, Hughes, Colby, 
Wood, Ewers, Ovenshine, Reeves and 
Comba. 

It is not contemriated to make any more 
changes in the volunteer generals and staff 
officers at pTesent.

MUSTER OUT ALL VOLUNTEERS. 


Only Engineers and Immuneg Now in 
Cuba Will Be Retained. 

Washington, March 13.—The war depart- 
ment has determined to muster out and 
bring home all the volunteers in Cuba with 
the exception of the volunteer engineers 
and immunes. The necessity for imme- 
diate action has been brought to the at- 
tention of the war department on account 
of the quarantine regulations against 
Cuba, which go into effect about the ist 
of May, and which are especially strict at 
all southern ports, 

When the troops are brought to this 
country they must, under the law, be mus- 
tered out in United States camps, and they 
no doubt will be brought to camps nearest 
their homes. It is desirous also to have 
them brought to places where fumigating 
can be done, and it is possible that troops 
for the northern states may be brought tg 
Montauk, and Camp Wikoff agajn be 
egtablished, although the present inten- 
tion is to have all northern-troops sent to 
Camp Meade, in Pennsylvania.

TRIAL IN SAYANNAH 


Charged with Forgery, Embezzlement 
and Larceny After Trust. 


HIS STATEMENT TO THE JURY 


Denies Forging Check, but Admits 
Filling It Out. 


SAID BLANK CHECK HAB BEEN SIGNED 


Retail Dealers of Savannah Charged 
with Selling Cigarettes to Boys. 
Troops To Be Mustered Out. 


March 13.—(Special.)— 


George W. Haupt, who is under indict- 
ment for forgery, embezzlement and 
larceny after trust, in connection with the 
building fund of the Duffy street Baptist 
church, was placed on trial in the superior 
court today on the forgery charge. The 
forgery charge against the defendant con- 
tains two counts. He is charged with al- 
tering a check and afterwards passing it. 
It is charged that he added to a check for 
$1,000 from the Oglethorpe Real Estate 
Company to Mrs. Ellen Téynac, executrix, 
the words “or bearer,’’ and afterwards 
passed it. 

The check was drawn September 13, 1898, 
and was on the Southern Bank of the Siate 
of Georgia. It was countersigned by J. P. 
Williams, president, and indorsed by 


George W. Haupt. The important wit- 
nesses in the case were Mr. J. P. Williams 
and Mrs. Ellen Teynac. Solicitor Osborne 
stated that soon as he gets through with 
the case of forgery, he will take up that of 
embezzlement. In the latter case the de- 
fendant is charged: with embezzling the 
sum of $3,074.08 from the Georgia Pine Rail- 
way Company, of which he was treasurer. 

According to the indictments this money 
Was not embezzled at one time, but was 
taken from the railway company at differ- 
ent times and in sums ranging from $50 
to $250. 

The larceny after trust case grows out of 
the alleged misuse of the funds of the 
‘Duffy street Baptist church. It is alleged 
that he misappropriated $2,598.28 of the 
funds of this church March 1, 1898. 

Haupt in his statement to the jury today 
said he had not forged the check, but that 
it had been left with him by Mr. J. P. 
Williams, who signed in blank before go- 
ing to New York. He admitted filling out 
the check and using the money, as he said 
he was hard pressed at the time, but would 
have returned it. The case went to the 
jury at a late hour tonight, and there is 
little chance of a verdict before tomorrow. 


Sell Cigarettes to Boys. 

Superintendent Otis Ashmore, of the pub- 
lic schools, made the startling statement 
in his report to the board of education 
tonight that he had secured voluntary evl- 
dence against about forty dealers in cigar- 
ettes, of their having sold them to minors— 
children who are in the public schools. The 
evidence was secured from the children 
themselves. The parties against whom the 
charges are made are principally Greek 
and Italian fruit dealers, an@ they have 
supplied them to girls as well as to boys. 
Both girls and boys have been caught 
smoking cigarettes at the schools, and a 
thorough investigation was made, with the 
result that the forty dealers charged will 
be presented to the grand jury for indict- 
ment.

Will Be Paid. 

The Sixth United States volunteer regi- 
ment immunes will be paid off and mus- 
tered out Wednesday. Major Wright, pay- 
master; is here with two assistants and 
$110,000 in cash with which to pay the 
men. There are nearly 1,000 men in tlre 
regiment, and it will require over $8,000 per 
company to pay them. 

At the suggestion of Colonel L. D. Tyson, 
of this regiment, the war department has 
ordered here a battalion of regulars to act 
as provost guard.

Uneasiness About a Transport. 

Much fear is’ entertaine@ about the 
United States transport Michigan, which 
left Havana Thursday morning with the 
battalion of Maine artillery, under Major 
Newcomb, which has been attached to the 
Seventh army corps. The Michigan was 
expected here Saturday night, that being 
her usual running time, but up to tonight 
no report of her has been received. There 
was a rumor that she had gone into 
Sapelo, the government quarantine, but 
the army officials here have heard noth- 
ing of it, and fear she has had some mis- 
hap which has delayed her. There are 
about 450 men in the Maine battalion.

TRIAL OF GOENS AT GRIFFIN. 


He Killed Charles Currier on Last 
Christmas Day. 

Griffin, March 13.—(Special.)—When Judge 
Reagan called the adjourned term of 
Spalding superior court to order this morn- 
ing the courtroom<was crowded to suffo- 
cation, for it was known that the first case 
to be tried was that of the state vs. Will 
Goens, who is charged with the murder 
of Charles Currier. 

When the case was\called the prisoner 
came into court and took his seat by his 
attorneys. He was immediately joined by 
his wife with a little babe in her arms, and 
his mother and father. ‘ 

The work of securing a jury occupied 
about an hour of the court’s time, and 
nearly the entire panel was called before 
the jury was obtained. 

After the jury was sworn in several], wit- 
nesses for the state were introduced. They 
were not in the house where the carousing 
was going on, and although they heard 


but little information of interest, and court 
adjourned until 2 p. m. 

When. court convened in the afternoon 
the defendant made his statement, in which 
he said: “Never knew Currier until a few 
days before Christmas. On the day Cur- 
rier was killed they had been playing cards 
and drinking. Currier kept’ picking quar- 
rels with him which he tried to avoid. Cur- 
rier cursed him, which he did not resent. 
They finally clinched and were separated 
by Campbell. He told Currier it was time 
to go home to his wife. Currier replied: 
by cursing his wife and saying: 
‘I left the house with the inten- 
tion of killing you.’ He then drew his knife 
and advanced upon me. I could not get 
away, and drew my pistol and fired. I was

the report of the pistol, they could give™ 


and shirt and tore off the top buttons of 
my coat.” 

Cc. A. Campbell was the next witness, and 
the most important witness in the case. 
He had beer with the two men all the 
morning, and was the only eye-witness to 
the killing. He sald he was present at 
the difficulty which occurred on the 25th of 
December last. Cllrrier and Goens were 
quarreling and talking as drunken men 
usually do. Did not hear him say anything 
about killing Goens. Currier had no knife; 
his right hand was closed, and if he had a 
knife he would have seen it. 

On cross-emaination he said he did not 
know Currier previous to the time of the 
difficulty; Currier and Goens clinched, 
when he separated them. Did not see 
knife, but could not Swear he did not have 
one. Currier called Goens a vile name and 
cursed his wife. Goens said it was time for 
him to go home. Currier profanely replied, 
“You shan’t . go,’ and they dlinched. 
When they fell Currier was shot. Goens 
trie dto keep out of the difficulty. 

®. Barth, after taking the staid, said he 
knew Charles Currier; roomed with him, 
and never. saw the knife claimed to be 
Currier’s—would have seen it had he pos- 
Sessed one. He had been in Griffin for two 
months at that time, and was from Spring- 
field, Mass. 

One or two other unimportant witnesses 
were introduced, when the case closed. 

The remainder of the afternoon was oc- 
cupied by the speeches of Colonels Smith 
and Flynt, attorneys for the defendant. At 
5:30 court adjourned until 8 o’clock tomor- 
row, when Solicitor General Bloodworth 


will speak for the state.

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' Democratic Issues. 

The text of Mr. Bryan’s letter written 
in ‘November, 1897, and made public 
by The New York Verdict, is very in- 
teresting. Indeed, it may be described 
as an echo of the present situation, al- 
though it was written a year and a half 
ago. It falls, as it were, pat to the 
occasion, 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Bry- 
an says that ‘“‘events have forced cer- 
tain issues into the foreground, and the 
people are ready to act upon them,” and 
he adds: “To invite them to pass over 
these questions and take up new ones, 
will be a confession that we were wrong 
last fall, and weaken the force of our 
arguments,” 

This is just as true now as it. was 
when Mr. Bryan wrote it, and 
the following describes the  ne- 
cessities of the hour from a party 
point of view as aptly as it did a year, 
and a half ago: “‘Those who are trying 
to overthrow the reign of plutocracy 
inaugurated by the republican party 
will have to do the best they can, each 
fofowing his own judgment, and I trust 
that our forces may be concentrated 
upon certain reforms held in common, 
rather than divided, when the next bat- 
tle *begins.’* ¥ ; ‘ , 

By far the most momentous outcome 
of the reign of plutocracy inaugurated 
by the republicans is to be found in the 
growth and development of the trusts, 
and so far as the welfare of the people 
is concerned this trust growth is a very 
great issue. ‘To discuss it is to discuss 
in part, if not in whole, the very great- 
est of all the issues before the people, 
which is the money question. 

‘We believe that no pelitica]l student 
now contends that the tariff is respon- 
sible for the growth of trusts. That view 
may be held by editors in Ohio or In- 
diana, but it has been practically dis- 
earded by thoughtful men since recent 
events have shown that the tariff has 
no possible effect on prices. Today the 
wool industry, which was especially 
“taken care of” by the Dingley tariff, 
is in a worse condition than any other 
productive industry in the country. It 
is very clear, therefore, the® growth: of 
trusts is due to the fact that the great 
bulk of the available money of the coun- 
‘try is concentrated in a few hands. Ten 
men in New York contro! all the impor- 
tant railways in the apuntry; one firm 
will soon control] the coal supply of the 
east; a great banking firm with interna- 
tional connections has “Snanced” more 
than half of the numerous trusts and 
combines that have been formed dur- 
ing the past fifteen months. | 

As we have said many times before, 
the growth of trusts is due to the reduc- 
tion of the money supply which has fol- 
lowed the demonetization of silver. The 
increase in the gold supply, which our 
mint directors have exploited with so 
many flourishes, has either been pock- 
eted by the gold syndicates, or it has 
gone into the arts. At any rate, it has 
had no appreciable effect on prices. 

It is idle to lay the blame of trust- 
building on those who engage in it. The 
individual concerns go into it not mere- 
ly to increase their profits, but as a mat- 
ter of self-protection. Once in, they 
no longer have to fight against the com- 
petition of rivals. More than that, if 
they need money to carry on their bus- 
iness, they do not have to pay costly 
discounts to the local banks; they are 
able to borrow it at low rates from the 
institution which has “financed” the 
combination to which they belong. 

The Constitution expressed its sur- 
prise in 1897 that more trusts had not 
been formed, all the conditions being 
ripe for onan 2 It seems that they were 
then in contemplation by the very plu- 
tocracy which “financed” the republic- 
an party in 1896, and they blossomed 
out vigorously in the latter part of 1898. 
In the first two months of the present 
year, they have surpassed all expecta- 
tion. Thirty or forty industrial com- 
binations have been formed, with cap- 
ital amounting to over a billion of dol- 


Some of our esteemed contemporaries 
who have aided to bring about a state of 
affairs which they are now inclined to 
resent, solace themselves with the belfef, 
- veal or pretended, that this great trust 
movement is a bubble which is bound to 
rst with acrash. The truth is. that, 
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terprise in the country completely at the 
mercy of those who contro] the ayail- 
able supply of gold. So far as this money 
question is concerned, the party is prac- 
tically a unit. Those who favor the 
gold standard are so insignificant as to 
numbers and influence that they have 
no influence whatever in the councils of 
the party. Under these cireumstances, 
and with the rapid progress of trust 
expansion menacing the interests of 
the people, would it not be a dangerous 
piece of folly for the organization to 
overshadow this great issue with others 
on which it is by no means a unit? 

It ig necessary to the interests of the 
people that all who are opposed to plu- 
tocracy, all who are opposed to the ag- 
gressions of monopoly, all who are op- 
posed to trust expansion, all who are op- 
posed to the gold standard, all who be- 
lieve in the vital principles of Jefferson- 
jan democracy, should gather under 
one banner and present a united front 
against that corrupt and corrupting 
agent of the plutocrats, the republican 
party. 

Can this be done by taking up new is- 
sues and overshadowing those which are 
most vital and insistent, and which most 
directly affect the domestic interests of 
our people? Would it not be the part 
of folly to overshadow the money ques- 
tion and currency reform by bringing 
to the front f&sues on which democrats 
are divided, and which have a very re- 
mote bearing, if any, on the every-day 
affairs of the American people? There 
are some questions which the people 


themselves settle without going through 


the formality of a presidential campaign, 
and we think it ig safe to number with 
these some, if not all, of the issues 
growing out of the war with Spain. . 

The party will make a great mistake 
if it goes into the campaign next year 
with its vital issues handicapped by 
these newer questions on which deme- 
crats are not by any means united. There 
will be a tremendous effort made on the 
part of the hand? of gold democrats 
to switch the party away from the Chi- 
cago platform, but as these efforts will 
be practically confined to the newspapers 
that are inimical. to democratic prin- 
ciples, and to states normally repub- 
lican, no harm will be done unless the 
democrats themselves fall into the trap 
which has been set for them. 


Get Together, Gentlemen. 

Now that the railroad managers, the 
architects and the members of the state 
railroad commission are all’ here, it 
would be a good time for them to get 
together. 

Books now out of print and newspa- 
pers which have run their day and been 
forgotten have been filled with discus- 
sions concerning the Whitehall street 
crossing, the old depot and kindred ques- 
tions. Engineers with plans for the 
solution of these problems have been 
gathered to their fathers, and the plans 
are either lost or rat-eaten. Managers 
of railroads, the original names of 
which have been forgotten, have visited 
the scene, held their noses while they 
negotiated, and have passed out of view 
and memory. Still the old depot with 
all of its foul suggestions remaing here; 
still ‘the oceasional ¢runching of a hu- 
man victim reminds the citizen that the 
Whitehali crossing is a verity—but one 
thing has changed—the people are no 
longer patient, bu€ demand substantial 
action. 

The railroad managers are with us 
once more—a splendid lot of gentlemen, 
but a little slow in getting together. 
From the fact that they are here, how- 
ever, we may gather the hope that they 
will see the wisdom, as well as the ne- 
cessity of agreement among themselves. 
In the city with plans already in hand 
are architects, eminent in their profes- 
sion, who can point the way to harmony 
between the railroads and the people. 
Call them in, gentlemen of the railroads, 
and let us have agreement. The peo- 
ple of Atlanta are good-humored—they 
have been long-suffering, but they are 
a trifle nervous this morning and ex- 
ceedingly in earnest. 

Meantime, over in the state capitol, 
the state railroad commission will gath- 
er during the day. The Atlanta bus- 
iness man never likes to dea] through an 
agency; he much prefers to see the prin- 
cipal face to face, and fix up such little 
business as he may have with him. Not 
much of the work which comes before 
the state railroad commission has orig- 
inated with Atlanta men, and they regret 
that a call upon it has to be made even 
now; but then, the people have rights 
to assert, and the railroads have duties 
to perform, and it looks as though the 
arm of the state must be involved. 

Once more, before the commission 
meets, will not the gentlemen of the rail- 
road companies get together with their 
architects and put themselves in a po- 
sition to say to the commission: “This 
case is withdrawn by mutual consent— 
the work has been ordered done!” 

A QGanadian in the South. 

The editor of The Toronto Globe, Mr. 
J. S. Willison, who hag teen making 
a winter journey through the south, con- 
tributes to his paper a very interest- 
ing review of the history and progress 
of the south since the war. Taken as a 
whole, his article dealt very fairly and 
very conservatively with all that he saw 
and all that he learned. 

The south has been a sealed book to 
the people of Canada, through lack of 
contact and interest. The extreme east- 
ern view has been accepted by most, if 
not all, intelligent English Canadians 
as the correct view. On the other hand, 
many French Canadians, more alert in 
their inquiries and quicker in their sym- 
pathies, have intuitively divined the 
situation here, and understand it thor- 
oughly.

In other words, a negro may be denied 
the right to vote because he is unabie 
to read, or because he has not acquired 
a sufficient amount of property to give 
him a lively interest in the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship. 

There are three reasons why we favor 
a temporary disfranchisement of the 
more ignorant of the negroes. The first 
is that it will give a lasting season of 
repose to the fear of negro supremacy; 
the second is that it will give the dis- 
franchised class fresh incentives for se- 
curing education and property; and the 
third is that it will put an end to the 
race troubles and conflicts which are 
constantly cropping out as the result of 
political excitement, and always to the 
detriment of the peace and good order 
of society. 
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Sustain General Gomez. 

General Brooke is to be congratulated 
upon his purpose to sustain General Go- 
mez as against the adventurers who have 
assumed tbe right to impeach him. 

It was under the management of Gen- 
eral Gomez that Spanish power was par- 
alyzed in Cuba, He forced the situa- 
tion which has made the freedom of 
the island possible, and he has, on all 
occasions, conducted himself with 
marked dignity. ‘When the departure 
of the Spaniards made it ‘possible for 
them to do so, a self-constituted assem- 
bly, composed of men who seek to make 
themselves prominent, began at once to 
embarrass the new. control of affairs. 
Finding that General Gomez will not 
lend himself te their scheme, they pro- 
ceed to read him out, and to exercise 
functions of government. 

General Gomez is the head and front 
of the Cuba with which we have to deal. 
He led the revolutionists through to suc- 
cess, and now he is broad enough to 
have won the esteem of the Spaniards 
who have remained upon the island. If 
Cuban freedom does not materialize un- 
der the plan of General Gomez, it will 
never seé the light of day. The men 
who are now fighting him have made 
themselves ridiculous in the eyes of the 
world. An indorsement of their con- 
duct would be the very highest proof of 
the inability of the Cuban people to 
govern themselves. 

Whether they can stand the test re- 
mains to be seen, but everything points 
to the continved leadership of Gomez 
and the discomfiture of the men who are 
at once the enemies of himself and their 
country as well. 


An Abuse of Court Power. 

The filing of an injunction against the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Compa- 
ny suggests an abuse of court power 
which ig but too frequent. 

It would seem that in litigation there 
should be some substantial equity by 
which, while causes may be determined, 
the interests of business institutions 
would be fully protected. Ag it is, a rail- 

company may be wrecked 
one man, a man ~of straw 

frequently, who does not 
even own the share of stock which 
stands in his name. ‘This individual, 
becoming acquainted with some inside 
development which would regulate itself 
if left alone, starts injunction or some 
other legal proceedings; the concern is 
dragged into court and forced to expose 
its business to the gossiping public; the 
wrecker stands outside to magnify the 
disclosures; the whole is duly furnished 
to the press with embellishments, and 
the usual aftermath of loss of credit, de- 
stroyed confidence and the alarm of cred- 
itors, bring about bankruptcy, in which 
the hard-earned property of honest men 
is cast upon the maelstrom of destruc- 
tion. 

In the meantime the figurehead who 
was used to bring about this wreck has 
disappeared; even if found he is not 
worth the court costs, and there exists 
for the injured people no possible re- 
dress. 

The courts should not be so easy to 
enter, and once in, there should be some 
measure of responsibility proportioned to 
the attack made upon others. The foul- 
est murderer that ever lived cannot be 
tried until an oathbound secret grand 
jury passes upon his probable guilt. 
Surely in cases where honestly-earned 
fortunes are at stake there should be 
some similar breakwater against irre- 
sponsibility. 7 

At it is, any irresponsible man who is 
willing to make an affidavit can precipi- 
tate such a run upon any business insti- 
tution in the country ‘as wW) seriously 
injure it.

OUR FIRST BANQUET 
FIFTY YEARS AGO 


The other day, when I was talking with 
Colonel George Adair, the subject of ban- 
quets came up, and the colonel gave me an 
interesting account of the first one in At- 
lanta. 

It was about half a century ago. Presi- 
dent Millard Fillmore stopped here for a 
night. In those days this was ‘a notable 
event. Extensive preparations were made 
for his reception, and the locomotives on 
the Georgia railroad were massed in a 
line. The shops were notified, and when 
the presidential train arrived there was a 
triumphal discord of every steam whistle 
in the city. 


Scores of girls lined the pathway from 
the carshed to the old Atlanta hotel. At 
that time we had no florists, but the young 
ladies held bunches of honeysuckles in 
their hands, and looked their prettiest. 

Mr. Fillmore was accompanied by the 
Hon. John P. Kennedy, the distinguished 
author of “Horseshoe Robinson” and 
“Swallow Barn.’ 

Dr. Joseph Thompson received the party 
with his usual hospitality, and arrange- 
ments were made at once for a banquet. 


Among others, there were present that 
night Sam Elam, J. F. Alexander, George 
W. Adair, L. E. Bleckley, Adam Jones and 
others. : 

Speeches were made by Mr. Fillmore, Mr. 
Kennedy, Mr. Adair and two or three 
others. 

Mr. Fillmore was very complimentary to 
the little town in the woods, but Colonel 
Adair informs me that Mr. Kennedy made 
a splendid impression. He was one of the 
most brilliant literary men of his time, 
and two of his novels made a reputation in 
two worlds. 

Fillmore’s speech was that of a states- 
man of the old school—rather ponderous, 
but full of facts and wisdom. 


Mr. Kennedy, on the other hand, was 
éloquent and even brilliant. 

In his day he was the leading American 
story writer, and Mr. Fillmore showed his 
judgment by giving him a place in his 
cabinet. Before Fillmore’s time our pres- 
idents gave places to politicians in Georgia, 
like Milledge, Berrien, Crawford, Cobb and 
others. 

It was a new departure to make a liter- 
ary man a cabinet minister. 


At this function, as people call it now, 
Dr, Thompson, Judge Bleckley, Dr. Alex- 
ander and Colonel George Adair distin- 
guished themselves.Colonel Adair made his 
first speech on such an occasion. 

Speaking of the matter last week, he 
said that he was scared to death, but I 
don’t belleve a word of it. 

The man who edited our leading paper 
here during the war, and then served with 
Forrest later, is not easily frightened, even 
by his first speech at a big banquet. 


By the way, the ‘first time I ever heard 
the colonel was at the beginning of the 
war. There was a commencement at the 
old Atlanta Female college, on Houston 
street. The colonel was there in his best 
shape, and the way he sailed into northern 
literature was decidedly sharp and salty. 

About that time the colonel was the 
most uncompromising confederate that 
could be found in this region. One of these 
days I am going to immortalize him with 
my pen and send him down in history. He 
deserves it. 


Some of the other guests at that banquet 
should not be forgotten. Two or thgee are 
still on deck—Dr. Alexander, Judge Bleck- 
ley, Adam Jones and two or three others. 

These men have made fame. They have 
served Georgia nobly, and will not be for- 
gotten. 

But, to wind up with Colonel Adair. 
There is not a better raconteur in the 
south. He would have delighted Charles A. 
Dana as much as Evan Howell did, and 
my only regret is that we two did not 
meet at Bill Arp’s golden wedding.

timemt toward this profession. I have a 
young man in mind who is studying to be 
a physician; he ‘has a sister at college, and 
his brother is going. They have a fine place 
and will live well, but the tendency even of 
his ‘thame relations is to force him from the 
farm and into some ather calling in which 
they fondly imagine he may win greater 
laurels in the eyes of the world. 

Now this young man, and others in his 
Position, are the very ones for whom the 
farm offers its largest inducements, and 
an opportunity to benefit mankind and en- 
rich the world, in this, the greatest of cre- 
ative industries. They already have a 
practical Knowledge, and they have the 
bram to apply new methods and ideas. To 
induce this class of young men to remain 
on the farm we must create a prestige in 
its favor, and this prestige is the result of 
Public sentiment. In order to influence 
Public sentiment in favor of agricubture, it 
is only necessary that the conditions and 
advantages of this profession be clearly 
understood. ‘rhe Constitution ie doing a 
noble work along this line, by lending its 
great influence toward mouldifig public 
opinion in favor of one of the grandest oc- 
cup tions upon God’s earth.

Olive Branch in Danger. 

Wiben the new board was organized, Mr. 
Jones gave the olive branch the first with- 
ering touch by introducing a resolution re-

Olive Gets Another Twist. 

The next twist at the olive ®ranch was 
when Major Kendrick arose and said he 
had wished to state that his intention to 
introduce a resolution looking to a curtail- 
ment of the powers and prerogatives of the 
chairman of the board was not meant in 
any manner as a reflection on the present 
chairman. 

“I will not now introduce my resolution,”’ 
said the major, ‘‘because the fact that I 
intended to dos6o0 was published in the 
morning paper, and I fear my intentions 
otherwise might be misconstrued. I have 
always thought that it would be for the 
best of the department to let the chief of 
police run the force without the chairman 
too much over him. I only wish w to 
make the explanation to the chairman. I 
Will introduce the resolution at a later 
meeting.’’ 

Mr. Patterson said he was glad to hear 
the commissioner say what he did. 

“Friends of mine came into my e¢ffice 
this morning,” said Chairman Patterson, 
“to offer me their sympathy. J have al- 
ways sought to do only my duty, and have 
not undertaken to order the chief to do 


anything. I think the chairman of the 


board should represent the board when it 
is not in session, and that he alone should 
communicate with the chief.’’ 

Captain English said he believed the rules 
Should remain as they are. 

Mr. Jones arose to a point of order, say- 
ing there was nothing before the board. 

Mr. Johnson begged leave to say that if 
the chairman’s prerogatives were curtai:ed 
then a number of the rules would have to 
be changed. 

Major Kendrick smiled and replied that 
only two rules would thave to be remedied. 
“But Mr. Jones is right,” said the major, 
“there is nothing up for discussion, as I 
have introduced no resolution as yet.” 

Getting Ready for Election. 

Before adjourning the new board took 
steps to have the chief of police prepare 
lists of all the members of the department 
So that they can be gone over and “checked 
up” before the election the last of this 
month. This. “checking up” is now the 
all-important work in which the men who 
—— to the force are anxiously watch- 
ng.

Lewis's Attorneys Appeared at 
Special Meeting Last Night,

EXECUTION 15 SET FOR NOON TODAY 


Lewis Seems To Have Hope of Some 
Favorable Action from the Par- 
don Board—How He Spent 
Yesterday and Last 
Night. 


The life of Robert Lewis, which must 
spend itself on the gallows at noon today, 
lies in the hands of the members of the 
board of pardons, before whom a last de- 
termined plea was made by the attorneys 
for the condemned man last night. 

An impression seemed to be made on 
the board by the earnest efforts of the 
two young lawyers, who, with a letter from 
the judge of the superior court stating 
that Lewis could not enter his court on 
the plea of insanity, appealed to the par- 
don board and ‘declared that if the con- 
demned man is executed today, according 
to sentence, 4ustice will not be done. 

Attorneys Armenius Wright and Linton 
Hopkins, who have worked assiduously on 
behalf of the condemned man, made a 
last appeal to Governor Candler yesterday 
afternoon, in which they abandoned the 
ground formerly taken that their client 
was insane and asked another hearing be- 
fore the pardon board on the showing that 
Lewis was a degenerate and not capable of 
distinguishing right from wrong. 

Governor Candler decided to allow the 
hearing, but was unwilling to grant a 
further respite. He decided that if a hear- 
ing was to be given ft would have to take 


place at once, and accordingly he wired 
Judge Turner, chairman of the commission, 
who was in Eatonton yesterday, " come 
to Atlanta at once. tv ) 

Judge Turner reached the city last even- 
ing at 8:30 o’coleck and went at once to 
the capital, where General Evans, the only 
other member of the board in the city, 
had already arrived. 

A Last Appeal Made. 

Attorneys Wright and Hopkins put their 
application for commutation of sentence 
or at least for a respite of three months, 
upon the grounds that while Lewis was 
not insane according to the technical rules 
that governed the examination of physi- 
clans, still he was of such a low order of 
intellect that he was not responsible for 
his acts @nd it would be criminal to hang 
him. ra 

A letter was read by Attorney Wright 
from Dr. W. P. Nicolson, in which that 
physician stated again his grave doubts as 
to the exact nature of Lewis’s condition 
mentally and expressed the opinion that 
time would be required to tell the extent 
of his mental inaction. 

Attorney Linton Hopkins took the ground 
that in cerebral diseases as in bodily dis- 
eases there were different stages and that 
because a man was not “mentally dead” 
it did not imply that he was sane by any 
means. There were degrees.of insanity as 
in all sickness and it was the duty of the 
commission, if there was the least doubt 
as to Lewis's ndition, to direct that his 
sentence be commut to life imprison- 
ment and not run the risk/of hanging a 
man, who after all might have been in- 
sane. 

Decision Announced This Morning. 

Judge Turner announced at the close of 
the hearing last evening that ho decision 
would be reached by the board until this 
morning; that both he and General Evans 
wished to give the matter the most careful 
attention. 

No new argument was presented dy the 
attorneys in behalf of Lewis. The commis- 
sioners held after the former hearing that 
they could not consider evidence tending 
to show the mental condition of the con- 
demned man, as that wae in the province 
of the court. 

It is extremely improbable, therefore, that 
any stay in the sentence will be granted. 
Lewis has but a few more hours of life 
unless by some chance the board should 
order a further respite. 

Death is staring him in the face and un- 
less there is some interference he will go 
to his doom at noon today to pay. the 
penalty for the slaying of Foreman Haynes, 
a crime which his young wife sobbingly 
says he did not appreciate then and does 
not now. 

How Lewis Spent Last Night. 

With a light in the corridors of murder- 
ers’ row, that cast shadows across his 
cell, and with the eyes of a guard always 
resting upon him, Robert Lewis spent most 


of last night lying prone upon his bunk 


with his face buried in his hands. 


At times he eprang up nervously and ask- | 


ed what time it was. If he slept any up 
to 2 o’clock the guard did not know it. 
From the general drift of Lewis’s talk 
yesterday it seems as if he still has hopes

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FOUR SETS OF PLANS FOR ASTATION 
WILL BE PRESENTED THIS MORNING

CITY WILL URGE IMMEDIATE. ACTION 


Wilkins and Gilbert Both Have Plans 
Which They Will Submit—Com- 
mittee Represefiting City 
Will Probably Be 
Present. 


———— 


Atlanta’s new depot problem has reach- 
ed an acute stag?. 

This is the day set by the state railroad 
commission for the definite announcement 
by the railroads of what they intend 


to do. 

Four sets of plans have been prepared 
by three architects. They will all be sub- 
mitted at a confetence of railway officials 
to be held this morning. > 

Grant Wilkins has prepared two sets of 
plans for a station on the present site. One 
set contemplates a station with the trains 
entering on tracks sunk below the etreets. 
His other plans are for a station on tracks 
elevated above the streets. These plans 
provide for seven tracks in the station, 
with the waiting rooms on the street level 
for th» elevated station, and with the rooms 
elevated for the depressed tracks. 

Mr. Wilkins prepared his plans at the 
invitation of the railroads. 

Messrs. Bruce & Morgan, at the instance 
of the Central railway, have prepared plans 
for-a handsome station at the corner of 
Alabama and Forsyth streets. These plans 
provide for eight tracks, -and possibly ten, 
with a train shed neariv 0 feet long, 
spacious waiting rooms and seventy-two 
rooms for offices. This station would have 
an entrance from Alabama street and the 
platforms would be below. It would cost 
$350,000, and the Cunningham triangle and 
the railroad yard would run the total cost 
up to just about $1,000,000. There would 
be five through tracks, so that trains enuld 
run right on to Washington, Savannah or 
Augusta, or if they were coming from 
those points could go on to New Orleans, 
Chattanooga or Birmingham. 

Bradford L. Gilbert, of New York, will 
also submit plans for a station on the 
present site. Mr. Gilbert would not divulge 
his plans last night, and only two or three 
persons here have seen them. It is said, 
however, that they do afford a solution of 
the problem, and that they are attrac- 


tive. 

Whether the railway officials will be able 

to agree on any of these plans, no une can 
say. 
All the railway men say that they really 
want to give Atlanta a handsome, modern 
passenger station. They want to abolish 
the grade crossings and they also wish 
plenty of room for the future growth of 
train service. 

One of the greatest difficulties about the 
old site is the small space at the disposal 
of the engineers who undertake to devise” 
plans for a station on it. The space could 
be enlarged, but it would cost a large sum 
of money to buy the necessary property. 

F. S. Gannon, third vice,president of the 
Southern railway, said last night that his 
company was not wedded to any site. His 
wish is to get a station on a central site 
and thave plenty of room. Mr. Gannon, 
while not committed to anything, thinks 
very well of the site at the corner of For- 
syth and Alabama streets. 
that spot a long time ago in looking over 
the situation here. 

J. M. Egan, vice president of the Central, 
was also struck by the advantages of 
that site several months ago, and he had 
Messrs. Bruce & Morgan prepare plans for 
a station on that corner and extending out 
over the tracks to a point half way across 
the bridge. The train shed would run west 
of the bridge, and it would accommodate 
eight trains of eight or nine cars each. 

Maior J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, could 
not get here yesterday, and there was no 
comference between the railway officials 
over a site. He telegraphed that he would 
be down this morning and a meeting will 
be held at the Kimball house at 9 o'clock. 
It is understood that all the plans will be 
presented then, and if any one plan is ap- 
proved by all the roads’ interested, it will 
be presented to the commission when the 
board meets. 

Each set of plans has its advantages and 
points in its favor. Mr. Wilkins’s would 
probably cost less money than the other 
plans. Bruce & Morgan's would give more 
room for tracks and passengers. 

City Committee To Be Present. 

Judge James Anderson, the city attorney, 
the committee from the My council and 
probably Mayor Woodward will attend whe 
meeting of the railroad commission this 
morning, and they Will urge the board to 
follow up its declaration made in January 
not to allow any turther delay. Frank 
Rice, a member of the cOmmittee, said last 
night that the city would urge the commis- 
sion to have work begun as soon as possi- 
ble. Personally, he favors the Forsyth 
street-site. He does not think there is 
room enough on the present side to ac- 
commodate the trains which wil] be enter- 


ing and leaving Atlanta ten or fifteen years, 


hence. 

The property owners on Whitehall street 
do not want the street cut down any lower 
at the crossing, as the grade is rather 
steep now. Nor do they Want a bridge with 
a steep grade thrown over the tracks. The 
property owners on Pryor street feel the 
same way about the grade on their street 
at the railroad crossing. Still, some of them 
sey that it would be better to have some 
giade there thar to have the station moved 
or to have two or three of the roads draw 
out and build somewhere else. 

It hag been suggested that if the com- 
missioners should order each road to pro- 
vide adequate facilities for its patrons, and 
some of the companies were forced out of 
the preseut station, there would then be 

enough in ft for the reads which have 
a t'to use the building. The Westerr

of the present building. The Central and 
the Georgia put up about $48,000 each. The 
Western and dAtlantic’a proportion was 
larger. All the ground belongs to the state 
and none of the roads except the Western 
and Atlantic has any claim to the ground 
although some of the roads own their own 
tracks; the Central, for instance. 

The Scuthern railway and the Seaboard 
have no interest in the old shed. The Sea- 
board goes in by virtue of a contract which 
it has with the Western and Atlantic to 
provide it with terminals here. 

The Southern railway has to pay a ren- 
tal which is said to amount in the ag- 
gregate to —e than $30,000 a year. That 
rent and the Seaboard Air-Line’s go to 
the Western and Atlantic’s lessee, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

Maior Thomas figures that he pays about 
$70,000 a year to the state for his terminals 
in this citv, but the sub-rent money which 
he gets from the Southern and the BSea- 
board, cuts this down more than half. He 
does not propose to leave the present sta- 
tion, for which ‘he is paying rent, and go to 
some other where he will have to pay 
more, unless he can get released by the 
state. It's not likely that a release could 
be secured unless the state could do some- 
thing with the carshed property and make 
fully as much on it as the property is 
paying now. It has been suggested that 
the ground could be utilized in. different 
ways and be made to pay a handsome reve- 
nue to the state. 


They May Co-operate. 
The talk yesterday in railroad circles was 
that the Atlanta and West Point might not 


co-operate with the Central and the South- 


ern in building a new station on a new 
site. Whether the litigation between the 
Central and the West Point over the belt 
line has anything to do with this, did not 
appear, but some thought that it cut a 
figure 

There seemed to be a division of opinion 
last night among the officers who Were in 
the city as to where the new station should 
go. One of them remarked: 

“There is no use trying to put three pints 
in a quart measure at the same time. The 
present location is too smal] and I do not 
see ‘how it can be enlarged sufficiently to 
accommodate the passenger service which 
Atlanta will certainly have ten years hence. 
There is really not sufficient room now and 
every year sees more trains put on. 

“Then, again, if we elevate the tracks, 
the éngines will have a hard pull to get up 
the grade, and they will enter the ce¢ity 
puffing and throwing out smoke and mak- 
ing a great deal of noise, for it must be 
remembered that a train cannot approach 
the station with a full head of steam on. 
On the other hand, if the tracks are de- 
pressed, there will be pipes and sewers to 
be made way with, I suspect. Then there 
would be the problem of getting rid of the 
smoke, and in addition, it would be awfully 
hot down below the street level in the sum- 
mer. Passengers would suffocate. It is 
very hot under the present shed in summer, 
and it would be 20 degrees hotter if the 
trains were on depressed tracks.”’ 


PETITION AGAINST GRANITE CO. 


Court Asked To Declare Venable & 
Collins Granite Company 
) Bankrupt. 

A petition was filed in the United States 
court yesterday morning by the creditors 
of the Venable & Collins Granite Company 
asking that that firm be declared bank- 
rupt. 

The petition was filed by Attorney A. J. 
Orme, representing C. C. Hemming, of the 
state of Texas; A. H. Collins and Mrs. 
George Collins, of this county. The pe- 
tition states that the Venable & Collins 
Granite Company is indebted to these cred- 
itors in the sum of $4,953.50 in excess of. the 
securities. held by them. 


The petition further states that the gran- | 


ite company is insolvent and that it did 
commit an act of bankruptcy by admitting 
in writing that it could not meet its in- 
debtedness and expressing a willingness to 
be adjudged bankrupt. 

The petition is a short one. Attached to 
the petition:is an order of Judge Newman 
requiring the defendant to appear in court 
on March 28th and show cause why it should 
rot be declared bankrupt.

Claims Te Mave Lived in District More 
Than Three Menths, 


QUOTES SECTIONS OF CODE 


Asserts That ths Law Will Uphold 
His Appointment. 


DOES NOT KNOW WHO RAISED POINT 


Explains His Position in the Matter 
and Says He Can Substantiate 
His Claim to Office. 


An effort will be made to have Judge J. 
H. Lumpkin reconsider his appointment of 
J. N. Bateman as justice of the peace in the 
one thousand two hundred and _ thirty- 
fourth district. Mr. Bateman was recom- 
mended by the grand jury and appointed 
by Judge Lumpkin last Wednesday to 
succeed Judge W. E. Foute, whose term of 


office expirés on the lith of April. 

The point to be raised will be that of 
residence of the candidate, and it is tn- 
derstood that interested parties will con- 
tend that Mr. Bateman has not been a 
resident of the district long enough to 
make him eligible for the office. It has 
beer asserted that he is a citizen of the 
Peachtree district, according to the city 
directory, which gives his residence as 12 
St. Charles avenue. 

Mr. Bateman says that the point will not 
hold good, as he can furnish satisfactory 
proof that he has been a resident of the 
one thousand two hundred and thirty- 
fourth district for over three months, 
which time, he says, according to Georgia 
laws, makes him eligible for the office of 
justice of the peace from this district. He 
says further that, section 101 of the Geor- 
gia code places the time limit at thirty 
days, and that he has resided in the city 
since the middle of last November. 

To substantiate his claims, Mr. Bateman 
quotes two sections of the code. The first 
is section 4064, acts not recorded, which 
reads as follows: 

Qualifications, Etc.—All persons are 
eligible to the office of justice of the 
peace who are entitied to the county in 
which tHe district is situated, to vote 
for the members of the general assem- 
biy, who have heen three months in the 
district mext preceding the election, 
and who Go not labor under any dis- 
qualification. 

The other section of the code which 
‘euches the subject, and which it is claim- 
ed repealed the other act, is as follows: 

Section 201, Acts of 1869—Time and 
place of election of justice of the peace. 
Justices of the peace shall be elected on 
the first Saturday in January, 1873, and 
every fourth year thereafter, by the 
voters of their respective districts: 
provided they have resided in the dis- 
trict as much as thirty days immediate- 
ly p ing the election, and are 
otherwise qualified. 

What Bateman Says. 

When seen yesterday Mr. Bateman said 
wat he did not know who was the one 
who would make the point against his 
eligibility of the office of justice of the 
peace, and gave the following as an expla- 
nation of his position: - 

“Prior to August last,’”’ said he, ‘for sev- 
eral years I had not been doing a general 
practice of law, but was confined to a 
special office practice. Having been de- 
prived of that, I found it was necessary 
for me to live near in the city, so that I 
might mingle with the people and renew 
my acquaintances, and in this way to seek 
a general practice, which I had given up 
heretofore. 

“On or about August 15th I rented my 
place on St. Charles avenue to a relative, 
and, while I considered my residence at 
that time changed, I remained there during 
the summer and fall months. When win- 
ter came—it was about the middle of 
November—I located my room in the city 
adjoining my law office, and have general- 
ly lodged there ever since. When [| found 
that Judge Foute’s term would expire on 
the llth of April, I concluded to offer my- 
self as a candidate for the position. 1 did 
s0, and won the place honestly and fairly. 
As a lawyer, I know what it took to qual- 
ify one for the position and certainly 
never would have entered the race if I had 
not known that I was fully qualitied in 
every way to fill it. 

“TI can understand very well how anyone 
coulil honestly conclude that I hed not 
moved from St. Charles avenue as I had 
been living there for some time, and would 
occasiondliy vistit my relative, just as I 
visit Judge Hulsey’s farnily. These two 
families are the only relatives that I have 
in or near the city, and of course I visit 
them occasionally.. 

“No, there is no question about my elig- 
ibility for the office and if what I say 
about it should not be satisfactory, there 
will be no trouble in establishing it by 
any number of citizens, who know the 
facts as well as I do. The fact that my 
residence appears in the directory as on 
St. Charles avenue is on accout of the 
solicitor for the directory having called at 
my office for the information prior to my 
renting my place. 

“It is rather strange that this matter 
was not discovered during the time that 
the race was being made, and should come 
up at this late date, after I have been 
recommended by the grand jury, appoint- 
ed by the court and commissioned by the 
governor. To have sought the position 
without being eligible would have been an 
imposition upon the grand jury and the 
court. This I certainly would not have 
done, and have not done.’’

No guch 
offer has heen made, nor could it he made 
otherwise than through the instrumentality 
of the board of trustees of the state uni- 
versity. The Loara has had no meeting for 
several months, and will have none untt] 
the June commencement exercises of the 
universty. If Dr. Hoss has been cor:muni- 


eated with concerning the subject it has 
been entirely through Individual sorrces 
and without In any wise committing the 
board of trustees. | 

Concerning this matter Cotone! N.. J. 
Hammond, chairman of the hoard of trus- 
tees of the university, said yesterday: 

“A reporter of The Constitution telephon- 
ed me last night about the chancellorship. 
and undertook to state the case fn an arti- 
cle on the subject in this mornine’s paper. 
The substance of that article means, though 
it does not exactly say, that Dr. Hoss has 
Leen selected by the hoard of trustees. but 
not formally, and@ that the matter of form 
of inducting him into the office will occur 
hereafter. 

“T told him the truth of the case, and all 
that {s true. Dr. Hoss’s name has been 
suggested by certain leading Methodists, 
and I know that one Methodist in Atlanta 
wrote to him on the subject, after talking 
with me, and after learning from me that 
T did not know whether I would vote for 
Mr. Hoss, nor did I know whether any other 
member of the board had ever thought of 
him. The whole matter !s simply that his 
name {jis under consideration by ene mem- 
ber of the board, and as yet no communica- 
tion has Leen had with other members, nor 
has Dr. Hoss addressed any member of the 
board on the subject, so far as I am aware. 
“Perhaps it is best not to try to correct 
the reporter’s error; but if it be thought bet- 
ter to correct it. it shou!d be done ebout in 
these words: ‘The announcement in yes- 
terday morning’s paper as to Dr. Hoss’s 
connection with the chancellorship cf the 
university may convey an erroneous impres- 
sion. The board of trustees does rot know 
that he would accept if the place were 
tendered him, but it has not been tendered. 
He has indicated no desire to have the of- 
fice, but should he do so, he wil] be consid- 
ered, along with others whose names will be 
before the board when they act upon the 
subject. So far as we are advised, no mem- 
ber of the board is committed to anybody 
for the office of chancellor.’ ”’

COUNTY OFFICIALS CONFER AT CAPITOL 


The Shares in the Company Will Be 
Subject to Taxation Not Only for 
the Present Year, but for 
the Past Years Since 
18S6., 


Attorney General Joseph M. Terrell, in re- 
Ply to a request from the state comptroller 
general, has handed down an opinion of 
much interest and of great importance to 
the state, and wiiich in all probability will 
settle the fight being waged between the 
county commissioners and the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company. 

While the opinion is given generally as to 
all insurance, telephone; express and tele- 
graph companies in the state, it will he 
found at once to clear the existing ccnten- 
tion between the commissioners of Fulton 
county and the stockholders of the Atlanta 
Home Company. 

The solution T6 the question regarding the 
taxes paid by the Atlanta Home Insurance 
Company has been arrived at in an unex- 
pected way, as it was known that County 
Attorney Rosser, together with the county 
commissioners, had beén working with the 
view of levying tax on the property of the 
corporation, 

te his opinion, which is given in full else- 
where, Attorney General Terrell informs 
the comptroller general that the stockhold- 
ers of insurance, express, telephone an@ 
telegraph companies can be held Ly the 
state and county for the shares they own 
in a company. Hitherto insurance compa- 
nies have been required to pay only 1 per 
cent of their gross income to the state and 
nothing for the county, and it is understood 
that the stockholders have not returned 
their shares of stock for taxation. 

That an MiSurance company pays 1 per 
cent tax on its gross receipts should not, 
it is held, exempt its stockholders from the 
tax on their shares. It is understood that 
the tax is not looked upon as laying against 
the company or the capital of a company, 
but rather against the individual holdings of 
stockholders. 

Back Taxes for Twelve Years. 
tWnder this opinon of the attorney general 
the shares of stock in these campanies 
which have hitherto not been returned for 
taxation will be taxable not only for the 
present year, but for past years since 1886, 
and possibly longer. 

The tulk of the stock of the Atlanta 
Home is owned by residents of Fulton 
county. 

The par value of the stock is understood 
to be $500, and its market value, at which 
it Ig taxed, is considerably more than that, 
but counting it at par value it will amount 
to $6,000,000 for twelve years, which, taxed 
aLout the average rate, will yield between 
$60,000 and $70,000. 

Of this amount about half will go to the 
state and half to Fulton county. 

The Officials Confer. 

A conference was held in the office of At- 
torney General Terrell yesterday morning 
between County Attorney Rosser, County 
Tax Collector Stewart and Colonel Terrell.

“The law has been on the statute books 
for years,” said Comptroller General 
Wright yesterday, ‘‘and now that the at- 
torney general has rendered an opinion on 
it, it will be enforced strictly.” 

Official Action Withheld. 

Mr. Stewart visited a number of the direc- 
ters of the Atlanta Home Insvrance Com- 
pany yesterday @fternoon, with the inten- 
tion of serving them with notice that the 
taxes weuld be levied upon them pro rata 
to the amount of stock they own.

The result was that Judge Lumpkin sign- 
ed an order placing the Central under a 
$30,000 bond to indemnify the West Point 
road for any damages which might be done 
while the case was pending in the supreme 
court. Seven days were given to prepare 
this bond. : 

The Centra] road is enjoined from laying 
any tracKs that will tend to obstruct the 
connection of the proposed Belt of the West 
Point road to the main line unless the Cen- 
tral agrecs to grant a crossing to the 
West Point road over all its tracks, under 
the usual conditions in such cases.

TERRELL IN ATLANTA HOME CASE 


Following is the opinion réndered by Attorney General Terrell, which defines the 
power of tax collectors in dealing with the shares owned by persons in the state 
in insurance, express, telephone and telegraph companies. The opinion settles in- 
cidentally the fight between the county commissioners of Fulton county and the 
Atlanta ‘Home Insurance Company. 

“attorney General’s Office, Atlanta, Ga., March 10, 1899.—Hon. W. A. Wright, 
Comptroller General, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: In reply to your request for an 
opinion as to whether or not ‘the shares of stock of insurance, express, telegraph 
and telephone companies held and owned by residents of Georgia on the day 
fixed by law for valuation of property for taxation are subject to return for 
taxes,’ I beg leave to submit the following: 

‘Section 1 of the General Tax Act authorizes and empowers the governor, 
with the assistance of the comptroller general, to assess and levy. an ad valorem 
tax on all of the property of this state not specifically exempted by the constitu- 
tion. The other sections of this act provide for the levying and collecting certain 
specific and business taxes, and prescribe the method of ascertaining the prop- 
oo the state subject to taxation and the means of receiving and collecting 

“Your request presents two questions: First, are the shares of stock in such 
corporations for any reason exempt from taxation? Second, if not exempt, does 
the law provide a method for levying and collecting taxes upon such property? 

“First, this class of property does not come within the constitutional exemp- 
tion. Neither does the fact that the corporations are required to pay and do pay 
@ percentage tax upon their gross receipts afford any reason why the shares of 


' stock should be held and considered exempt from taxation. Such a tax as is re- 


quired of these companies or of individuals engaged in the insurance, express, 
telegraph or telephone business is a tax upon the business done by such com- 
panies or individuals. 97 Ga., 513, 

“In addition to this method of taxation there are four methods of taxing cor- 
porate interests: First, a tax on franchise; second, on capital stock; third, on 
real and personal property of the corporation, and, fourth, on the shares of stock 
in the. hands of the stockholders. It is clearly within the discretion of the legis- 
lature to tax corpofate interests in either of these ways, and when not restrained 
by constitutional provisions the legislature may tax the corporation in two or 
more of these ways. 

“117 U. 8. 136; Cook on Stock and Stockholders, volume 1, section 56l. Such be- 
ing. the case, it is certainly within the constitutional powers of the legislature of 
Georgia to enact &@ law levying a business tax upon the business transacted. by 
the companies and also a tax upon the shares of stock of such corporations 
within the hands of the stockholders. % Ga. 617, and Cooley on Taxation, second 
edition, page 22, This latter tax may also be levied when the corporation is a non- 
resident, and even where all of its property is without the state, which levies the 
tax upon the shares owned and held by one of her citizens. _, 

“A leading case on this question is that of Bradley v. Bauder, 36 Ohio State 
Rep. 28. In that case it is held by the supreme court of Ohio that shares of 
stock owned by residents of Ohio in non-resident corporations ‘were subject ta 
taxation, notwithstanding all of the property of the corporation was located and 
all of its business Was transacted in another state. This principle was also de- 
cided by the supreme court of the United States in 114 U. 8. 511. In the yatter 
case shares of sotck of the Western Union Telegraph Company, a non-resident 
corporation, owned by a resident of Ohio, were held to be subject to taxation, 
notwithstanding the telegraph company had paid the taxes required of it by the 
state of Ohio. Shares held by stockholders are distinct property from the capital 
stock or the business of the corporation and the shares held by the stockholders is 
not double taxation, 95 U. S, 690; 96 U. S. 193. Volume 25 A. &. E. Enc, Law, pages 
662 to 672, and authorities cited. — 

‘Second, 
panies of 1 per centum on all premiums in money or otherwise receiv a by them, 
and prescribes the method of returning such premiums, In addition ‘to this tax 
upon the gross receipts it provides that insurance companies doing a brokerage 
business in this state, such as discounting notes, bills, drafts or exchange, lend- 
ing money, or in any manner doing a business pertaining to banking or broker- 
age business, shall be taxed upon the capital so employed in the same manner 
and at the same rate as other moneyed capital in the hands of private individuals 
is taxed, and that the real estate owned by such companies shall be returned for 
taxation as other real estate in this state. No provision whatever is made for 
the return of the capital stock of insurance companies or of any other property, 
except such as may be used in a4 banking or brokerage business, and of real 
estate. 3 

‘In, section 9 it is provided that all persons or companies doing an express or 
telegraph business shall pay 2% per cent on their gross receipts, and that telephone 
companies or individuals operating telephones in this state shall pay a tax of $1 
for each telephone station or box, with Mmstruments complete, rented or used 
by their subscribers. Provision is then made for the return to be made to the 
comptroller general. The law nowhere requires a return of the vcapital stock or 
the property of these companies for taxation. 

“Section 13 provides for the return to be made by the railroads to the comp- 
troller general for the taxation of their property. Section 8 provides that all in- 
eorporated companies, except railroad, insurance, telegraph, telephone, express, 
sleeping’ and palace car companies return all their property at its true market 
value to the tax receiver of the county where the same is located, or where the 
principal business of such company is done, etc, 

‘Section 16 preseribes cértain questions which shall be propounded by tax re- 
The thirtieth ques- 
tion in this sectionds.as follows: ‘How many shares of stock did, you own on the 
day fixed for the fttirn of property for taxation issued by corporations located 
within this state?” Then follow questions as to the par value and the fair mar- 
ket value of such shares. The thirty-third question is. as follows: Fy pte many 
shares of stock did you own on the day fixed for the return of property| for taxa- 
tion issued by corporations within this state, the capital stocK of which, or the 
property of which is not returned by such corporation for taxation?’ Then follow 
the questions as to the par value and the market value of such stock. These 
questions are required to be asked the tax payer so that the receivers may enter 
the property upon the digest for taxation. 

“From the foregoing it will be seen that residents of this state owning shares 
of stock of non-resident corporations, including ‘insurance, exprsis, telegraph 
‘and telephone companies must without any exception or qualification whatever re- 
turn the same for taxation. 

‘“‘As to the shares of stock fete by residents of this state ‘in such companies 
as are Georgia corporations the question is qualified by the following language: 


‘*The capital stock of which or the property of which is not returned by such cor- 


poration for taxation.’ This clause does not refer to insurance, express, tele- 
graph or telephone companies, for the reason that neither the capital stock nor 
the property of these corporations is required to be returned for tawation. The 
per centum tax upoh receipts of the three first named corporations and of $1 upon 
each and every telephone box is clearly a business tax, and by no means a tax 
upon the capital stock or upon the property of such companies. 

“In the case of insurance companies, the additional question is presented as 
to whether the requirements to return for taxation the capital stock employed in 


_the banking or brokerage business and the real estate owned by such companies 


does not bring it within the exception mentioned in the thirty-third question. In 
my opinion this exception includes only corporations that are required to return 
for taxation their entire capital stock or all of thé property owned by them, and 
not such corporations ag may be required to return a portion of their property. 

‘‘Neither does the proviso to section 5, which is in the following words: ‘That 
thé tax required by this section shall be in lieu of all other taxes, whether state, 
county or municipal, against such companies, except a per centum tax on their 
premiums and a business license by the town or city in which such company does 
business,’ effect the question. Taxation of the shares of stock is a separate and 
distinct matter from the taxation of the capital stock of the corporation or of the 
property of the corporation. Shares of stock are personalty. Section 3070 of the 
code. The owner may dispose of them by sale or otherwise without the consent of 
the corporation. They are subject to levy and sale. Section 5430 of the code. A 
corporation is the sole owner of all of its property. The corporation and its indi- 
vidual shareholders are separate and distinct. 94 Go. 201. It, therefore, necessarily 
follows that this proviso to section 5 does not seek to exempt from taxation’ the 
shares of stock of insurance companies. This proviso was no doubt inserted in 
our tax law by the legislature for the express purpose of placing resident insur- 
ance companies upon the same plane so far as concerns taxation as foreign in- 
surance companies doing business in Georgia. The per centum tax is levied upon 
all insurance companies doing business in this state, whether resident or non- 
resident, and as the legislature knew that it did not have the authority to levy a 
tax upon the capital stock or the property located out of this state of non-resi- 
dent insurance companies it very equitably provided that the per centum tax 
should be in Heu of the tax upon the capital stock or property of insurance com- 
panies. bd 

“The fact that a tax is levied upon the capital employed in a banking or 
brokerage business and upon the.real estate of insurance companies strengthens, 
this view, as the capital of non-resident companies doing a banking or brokerage’ 
business in this state, or the real estate located in this state and belonging to 
non-resident ‘companies, would be subject to the taxing authority of the Georgia 
legislature. If this proviso were const rue@ to be an exemption of the shares of 
stock from taxation it would be null and void; as the legislature has no authority 
whatever to exempt any property from taxation, except that enumerated in the 
constitution. 8&4 Ga. 683; 89 Ga. $10. 

“It frequently happens that property that is subject escapes taxation, but 
this is not by reason of any exemption, but solely on account of the failure of the 
legislature to provide the necessary machinery for assessing and collecting the 
tax. No machinery whatever is provided by law for the assessment and coliec- 
tion of the capitgl stock of insurance, express, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies, nor ‘for the assessment and collection of any tax upon any of the property 
of these companies, except the capital of insurance companies employed in a 
banking or brokerage business, and its real estate located within this state, but 
the general tax act does provide the necessary machinery for levying and col- 
lecting a tax upon the shares of stock of all insurance, express, telegraph and 


telephone companies owned by residents of this state. Very respectfully,

She made’ officia] announcement that ®& 
scholarship had been offered by the trus- 
teébs of Columbia university, through the 

GéofBia Federation, in the Teachers’ Col- 
* lege of Columbia in the department of 
manual fraining. The object of this spe~- 
cial scholarship is to capacitate the one 
holding it to teach afterwards manual 
training in public and industrial schools. 

Candidates for admission to the institu- 


tion aré required to pass the usual ¢x- 


aminations before entéring, and applicants 
for the séholarship are requested to ad- 
dress Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman of in- 
dustrial education in Georgia. 

The sum of $150 is required to defray the 
expenses of the successful applicant, and 
the payment of this amount will probably 
be guaranteed by the club women. 

Mrs. Patillo further announced that a 
scholarship was offered through the state 
federation to the Oread School of Do- 
mestic Science in Worcester, Mass., ami 
that young women from the age of eigh- 
teen to thirty-five, having received a com- 
mon school education, were eligible as ap- 
plicants. The only expense attached to 
the scholarship was the amount of money 
necessary for the transportation of the + uc- 
cessful applicant. 

Mrs. Samuel Wilkes stated she would 
use her influence to secure passes in this 
instance, and Mrs. Patillo requested that 
applicants address Mrs. J. Lindsay John- 
son, president of the state federation, 
Rome, Ga. 

The matter of making The Saturday Re- 
view, the weekly publication edited by 
Mrs. Julia Iverson Patton, official organ 
of the Atlanta Woman’s Club was favor- 
ably discussed; also the practicability of a 
city federation of clubs being organized 
in Atlanta.

Secretary T. H. Martin was busy all day 
yesterday, and will be for some days to 
come, getting into shape the state fair pre- 
mium list. The work of classification is a 
much bigger task than one not famillar 
with the details of state fairs is aware of, 
and in order that the various exhibits may 
be scheduled properly requires a goed deal 
of thought and aétention. 
Josiah Hitt, well known in newspaper 
cireles, has Leen employed by Mr. Martin 
to assist him in the state fair work, and 
from this time on will devote all of his 
attention to his new duties.

OF STOCK SALE 


Sold His Stock in Consolidated 
lo Trust Company of Georgia 


COMPANY BIRECTORS NAMED 


Depositlons of Chairman of County Board 
Were Taken Yesterday, 


INJUNCTION CASE TO COME UP TODAY 


Woods White Against the Consolidated 
To Stop Use of Chert Road Will 
Be Calied Before Judge Cand- 
ler at 9 O'Clock This 
Morning. 


The depositions of Chairman H. E. W. 
Palmer, of the board of county commission- 
ers, were taken yesterday afternoon for 
use in the case of Woods White against the 
Consolidated, which comes up for a hear- 
ing before Judge Candler this morning at 
9 o'clock. 

Judge Palmer was questioned by William 
B. Willingham, attorney for Woods White, 


and by Mr. Goodwin, attorney for the Con- 
solidated. The testimony was taken before 
Gommissioner McCord, who will transcribe 
the evidence. | 

Judge Palmer was asked a number of 
pointed questions, to which he gave ready 
and direct answers. He was closely ques- 
tioned concerning the officers and directors 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, the Trust Company, of Georgia, 
the East. Atlanta Land Company, and the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company. Mr. 
Willingham, when objection was made to 
his questions by Mr. Goodwin, stated that 
the object of them was to show the con- 
nection between the companies, and how 
closely they were allied as far as persons 
were concerned, and also that Judge Palm- 
er was interested in several of them. 

In answer to certain questions, Judge 


Palmer stated that he was attorney for 
the Atlanta Home Insurance Company, but 
he did not know whether it owned any 
stock or held any bonds in the Consolidated, 
or vice versa. 

“Are you connected with the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia?’ was the next question. 

“T am a director and a stockholder,” said 
Mr. Palmer. ‘I do not know whether they 
own any stock in the Consolidated. I sold 
my stock to them. There were2Z10 shares 
and they paid me 65 cents for it.’’ 

Judge Palmer said he was a stockholder 
and director in the East Atlanta Land 
Company, but did not know whether that 
company owned any stock in the Consoli- 
He said that some 
of the officers of the Consolidated were 
officers in the Atlanta Home. 

(Mr. Willingham asked repeatedly for the 
directors of the four companies, but Judge 
Palmer said he did not think !t was a 
legal question. He stated later in the hear- 
ing, however, that he would answer the 
questions as a matter of courtesy. He 
named the directors in the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company as follows: 

R. J. Lowry, president; Joel Hurt, sec- 
retary; John T. Hall, assistant secretary; 
C. C. McGehee, assistant secretary; 5S. M. 
Inman, W. A. Russell, Carroll Payne, E. 
Woodruff, G. W. Parrott and George Win- 


ship. 

He named the following as directors in 
the Consolidated: E. Woodruff, president; 
Joel Hurt, S. M, Inman, Carroll Payne and 


R. J. Lowry. 

Judge Palmer was then asked for the di- 
rectors of the East Atlanta Land Company. 
He said they were Joel Hurt, president; 
J. T. Orme, T. J. Hightower; St. Julian 
Ravenel, W. H. Inman, J. R. McKeldin, 
E. Woodruff,- Carroll Payne and H. E. 
W. Palmer. 

As directors in the Trust Company of 
Georgia, Judge Palmer named the follow- 
ing: Joel Hurt, president; Litt Bloodworth, 
secretary; E. Woodruff, R. J. Lowry, Mr. 
Johnson, of Lithonia; George Winship, Car- 
roll Payne, D. O. Dougherty, C. D. Hurt, 
H. B. W. Palmer, St. Julian Ravenel and 
Porter King. 

Judge Palmer said he sold his stock in 
the Consolidated a day or two before the 
meeting of the county commissioners at 
which the petition of that company ask- 
ing for a franchise, was to come up for a 
hearing. 

“T sold it to qualify myself as a tom- 
missioner, not that I did not believe I 
was already qualified, but simply to take 
away all taint of any interest in the mat- 
ter. I negotiated with Mr. Hurt and Mr. 
Bloodworth, representing the Trast Com- 
pany of Georgia, I found them as a pur- 
chaser. There was no understa wing that 
I was to buy the stock back.’’ 

Judge Palmer said, when asked, that he 
Cid not know the petition was coming be- 
fcre the board. He said the proposed ex- 
tension of the Consolidated lines to Fort 
McPherson was often discusse® in the 
beard meetings, but he did not know when 
action for that purpose was taken. 

The sale of Judge Palmer’s stock was re- 
verted to. He said it was a clear-cut, ab- 
solute sale. H® said he had no more right 
to touch that stock than any other portion 
of the stock of the Consolidated. 

Judge Palmer was cross-examined by Mr. 
Goodwin. The latter asked:

He will then resume his rank 
as colonel, and shortly after will -again 
take command of the Second artillery, 
which he left when he was appointed to a 
brigadier generalship in the volunteer 
army. 

A long list, composed of major generals, 
brigadier generals and others of lesser 
rank, to be mustered out of the volunteer 
army within the next two months, was 
issued from the office ef the adjutant gen- 
eral of the army yesterday afternoon, and 
on this list appeared the name of General 
Pennington. ree! 

Although General Pennington will be 
mustered out of the volunteer army on 
April 12th, it will probally be several 
months before his successor is appointed 
to the command of the department of the 
gulf. He will, therefore, remain in this 
city for several months longer. After his 
departure, unless other orders are issued 
in the meantime directing his movements 
elsewhere, he will resume command of the 
Second artillery. 

General Pennington is very popular in 
Atlanta, having made a large number of 
friends here during his short residence in 
the city.
